Sir . ‚ 

In consequence of many circumstances 
being misrepresented in your account he 
from-private letters, of the loss of the | on- 
orable Company’s ship Bengal, [ feel it my 
duty to capt. Nicholls, who has now left 
Galle, to furnish you witha correct statement, 
from the time she took fire until she went 
down. Capt. Nicholls with his passengers 
were at dinners Mr. Scott, provincial Judge 
of Galle, and Mr. Barker, 2d officer of the 
Surry, were dining with him. At half past 
three Pp. M. the alarm of fire was given; 
Jett the dinner table, and in four seconds was 
in thegun-room, which was already in a blaze 
in the midship or middle. Ju going up to 
give the necessary orders and to make thc 
signal of distress, I n‚et the gunner, a1d asked 
him what the gun-room was on fire with, his 
answer was, ‘spirits.’ I gave immediate 
orders for twenty-five butts of water that 
stood on their ends ín the upper deck to have 
their heads knocked in, aud [ can say with 
„great confidence, that in less than three minutes 
from the time the alarm was given, that the 
Wats was hanueu down the gun-room scuttle, 
aud hove without interiission for six or seven 
minutes. 'Fheliquor had run under the dif- 
ferent stores and in the gun-room, and the 
heat and smoke had encreased so much, that 
three of the men came up very much burnt, 
two of which Ì am distressed to say, have

Mr. Scott (hem leaped into a country boat 
and from my arms received the remaining 
four children—a quarter of an hour had not 
ela pred from the first alarm. 

I then went below and found every officer 
and man exerting himself to the utmost, but 
the fames had encreased considerably, and I 
could hardly draw my breath for the thickness 
of thesmoke. F returned to the deck and 
told captain Nicholls that it was now impos- 
sible to extinguish the fire. He diroctly desired 
rae to have the ship scuttled on the larboard 
counter. An officer, with the carpenter and 
his mate repaired immediately to the spot, in 
one of our boats, and Í saw (hem begin ; by 
this time all the head sails were made in the 
ship and her cable cut‚ the spirit room had 

now caught and a most awful column of smoke 
and fire arose from the after hatchway. 

The flames inereascd most rapidly; I went 
to the fore hatchway, and found that captain 
Beadle and captain Newel were in the maga- 
zine sccing and assisting to hand up the 
powder, The fire was now near that hatchway ; 
captain Beadle and captain Newell with three 
or four of the ship's company by advice came 
up—the ship was irrevocably lost, and the 
word was given for every man to save himself. 
— lt was now abont 45 minutes from the 
moment the alarm was given.

DESPATCHES FROM SIR J. SHERBROOKE, 
CONTINUED FROM OUR LAST. 








(Iaclosure, No. 1) 
Bongor, on the Penobscot River, 
September 3, 1814. 

Sir.— In compliance with your Excel. 
lency’s orders of the Ist instant, Ì sailed 
from Castine with the detachment of royal 
artillery, the flank companies of the 29th, 
62d, and 98th regiments,and of theriflecom- 


pany of the 7th battalion 60th regiment, 
which composed the force your Excellen- 


cy did me the honour to place under my 
command, for (hie pùrpose of co-operating 
with Capt. Barrie, of the royal navy, in 
an expedition up this river. en 





„cured that below the: hill. 





On the morning of the 2d, having proe 
ceeded above the town of Frankfort, we 
discovered some of {he enemy on their 
march towards [lamden, by the eastern 
shore, which induced me to order Brevet 
Major Crossdaile, with a detächment of 
the Wh, and some riflemen of the 60th 
regiment under Lieutenant Wallace, to 
land and intercept them, which was accom. 
plished, and that detachment of the ene« 
my (as F have since learned) were prevent- 
ed from joining the main body assembled 
at Hamden. On this occasion the enemy 
had one man killed, and some wounded, 
Major Crossdaile re-embarked without any 


loss. We arrived of Bald Head Cove, 
three miles distant from Hamden, about 
five o’clock that evening, when Capt. 


Barrie agreed with me in determining to 
land the troops immediately. Having dis. 
covered that the enemy’s picqucts were ad. 
vantagcously posted on the north side of the 
Cove, 1 directed Brevet Major Riddle, with 
the grenadiers of the 62d, and Captain Ward, 
with the rifle company of the 60th, to dis. 
lodge them, and take up their ground, which 
duty was performed under Major Riddle’s 
directions, in a most complete and satisface 
tory manner, by about seven o’clock, and 
before ten at night, the whole of the troops, 
including eighty marines, under Capt. Carter, 
(whom Capt, Barrie had done me the honour 
to attach to my command), were landed aud 
bivouacked for the night, during which it 
rained iuncessantly. We got under arms at 
five o'clock this morning, the first company 
forming the advance under Capt. Ward; 
Brevet Major Keith with the light company 
of the 62d, bringing up the rear and the 
detachment of marines under Capt. Carter 
moving upon my flanks; while Capt. Barrie, 
with the ships and gun boats under his com. 
mand, advanced at the same time up the river, 
on my right, towards Hamdea. In addition 
to the detachmeat of royal artillery under 
Lieut. Garston, Captain Barrie had landed 
one six pounder, a six and half inch howitzer, 
and a rocket apparatus, with a detachment 
of sailors, under Lieutenants Symonds, 


Botley, and Slade, and Mr. Sparling, master.

The fog was so thick it was impossible 
to form a correct idea of the features of the 
couutry, or to reconnoitre the enemy, whose 
numbers were reported to be fourteen hun- 
dred, uader the command of Brigadier Gene. 
ral blake, Between seven and eight o'clock 
ourskirmishers in advance were so sharply 
engaged with the enemy, as to induce me to 
scha Forward one hatf” of “the light company 
of the 2%h regiment, under Captain Coaker, 
to their support. The column had not ad. 
vanced much further, before 1 discovered the 
enemydrâwn out in line, occupying a very 
Slroug and advantageous position in front of 
the towa of Hamdea, his left flanked by a 
high hill commanding the road and river, on 


which were mounted several heavy pieces of - 


Cannon, his right extending considerably be. 
yond our left, resting upon a strong point 
d'appui, with an cighteen pounder and some 
light Geld pieces in advance of his centre, so 
pointed as completely to take the road and 
the narrow bridge at the foot of a hill, by 
which we were obliged to advance upon his 
position. As soon as he perceived our 
column approaching, he opened a very heavy 
and continued fire of grape and musquetry 
upon us; we, however, soon crossed the 
bridge, deployed, and charged up the hill to 


get possession of his guns, one of which we. 


found had already fallen into the hands of 
Captain Ward’s riflemen ‘in advance. The 
enemy’s fire now began to slacken, and we 
pushed on rapidly, and succeeded in driving 
him at all points from his position ; while 
Captlain Coaker, with the light company of 
the 29th had gained possession of the hill on 
his left, from whence it was discovered that 
the Adams frigate was on fire, and that the 
enemy had detersed: the battery which de. 
fended her. We were now in complete pos. 
scssion of the cnemy’s position above, and 
Captain Barrie with the gun boats had se. 
Upon’ this occa- 
sion twenty pieces of cânnon fell into our 
hands, of the naval and military force, the 
return of which Iinclose; after which Cap. 
tain Barrie and myself determined on pur. 
suing the enemy towards Barigor, which place 
we reached without opposition; and here 
two brass three. pounders, and three stand of 
colours, fell into our possession. Brigadier 
General Blake, also in this town, surrender. 
ed himself prisoner, and’ other prisoners, to 
the amount of one hundred and twenty-one, 
were admitted to their paroles. Eighty pri. 
soners taken at Hamden are in our custo- 
dy.

Brevet Major Crossdale and Captain McPher- 
sun, of the 98th; Captains Gell and Coaker, 
of the 29th, and Captain ‘Ward, of the 7th 
battalion, 60th regiment. 

The royal artillery was directed in (he most 
Judicious manner by Lieut. Garston, from 
whom 1 derived the ablest support. [ can. 
not speak too highly of Capt. Carter and the 
officers and marines under his directions. He 
moved them in the ablest manner to the an. 
noyance of the enemy, and so as to meet my 
fullest approval. Nothing could exceed the 
zeal and perseverance of Lieutenants Sy- 
monds, Botley, and Slade, and Mr. Sparling, 
of the royal navy, with the detachment of 
Samen under their command. From Cape 
tain Barrie [ have received the ablest assiste 
ance and support, and it is to his masterly.

Having gained the hills, we discovered the 
enemy’s piqucts advantageously posted near 
the highway leading to Hamden, on the north. 
side of the Cove. We immediately determine 
ed to land 150 mea, under M jor Ridille, to 
drive ia the piquets and take up their ground, 
This object was obtained by 7 o’clock, ant 
notwithstanding every difkcalty, the whole of 
the troops were landed on the nerth side of 
the Cove by 10 e’tlocks but út was found 
impossibie to land artillery at the:same place.

NEW-YORK, FEB. 25, 
PRESIDENT FRIGATE. 

The Editor ofthe New-York Evening 
Post has receiveda letter inclosing the

$ Bermuda, Jan. 30, 1815. 


<< WE got under way in the morning 
of the 14th, and anchored again within 
the Hook. In the evening weighed.—

nearly a-head; we immediately hauled 
up to the wind, and soon discovered three 
more sail in chasc.. At day-light, the near- 
est ship, which wasa razee, commenced 
firing from her bow-guns, but without 
eftect, her shot falling short; we soon 
found we dropped the razee. The wind 
at this time growing light, the other ships 
evidently gained on us; one ship in par- 
ticutar,a heavy frigate, neared us fast. 
Asthe only afternative left, the Commo- 
dore ordered the ship to be lightened ;: pro= 
vision, &c. were thrown overboard, water 
started, and every. exertion made that 
coukt facilitate her sailing, and-the sails 
kept continaally wet. At 10 made another 
sail on the weather beam, and soon dis- 
covered her to be a sloop of war standing 
down for us.—At 8, the nearest ship had 
got within gun-shot ; commenced and kept 
up a constant fire from her bow guns, which 
we immediately returned, but with little ef- 
fect on either side, there beinga high 
irregular sea. Every hopeof escape as 
the wind then was, without coming to 
close action, had vanished—Our gallant 
Commodore then conceived the bold de- 
sign of closing and boarding the ene- 
my ; the boarders were then called, and 
all greeted him with three hearty cheers 
— lt was truly astonishing to see the 
cool, deliberate courage and cheerful- 
ness, that prevailed among the officers 
and crew, in the face of an enemy more 
than four times their force. From this 
you may conceive what we would have 
done, hadt we any thing like an equal 
force to contend with. Every arranges 
ment was now made to close with the 
leading ship, which had at this time 
ranged up nearly within pistol-shot; our 
brave Commodore placing himself at the 
head of the boarders. At 5,P. M. we 
wore short round, with the intention of 
laying him on board—but, as if he had 
anticipated our design, he immediately 
wore and hauled to the wind, fearing to 
close, although the whole squadron were 
coming up fast; he having the wind it 
was impossible to close for boarding, we 
then opened our fire, and in fiftleen min- 
utes his sails were very much cut up; 
both ships now falling off. continued en- 
aged before the wind for an hourand a 
Balt, in which time hís spars, sails and 
rigging, were literally cut to pieces, and 
his fire nearly silenced, only firing single 
guns at long intervals, . We now quit 
him, and in hauling up, bad to expose 
ourselves to a raking fire, but he was so 
much cut up that he coull not avail 
himself of the advantage, and only fired 
three or four shot ; we then, astonishing to 
relate, went out of action with every sail 
set, and soon left our antagonist out of 
sight. We were now going off with every 
thing set, our darnage but trifling, sails all 
wet again, and began almost to On our. 
selves on the probability of escapiùg. Had 
thick weather set in, of which there was 
every appearance, no doubt but we should 
have succeeded ;—on the contrary it con- 
tinued fine, and the three other ships plain- 
Iy discernable, making their night signals, 
two in particular nearing us fast, as the 
concussion of our guns bad destroyed the 
wind, whereas they were bringing up the 
breeze with them. 


‚£ About two hours from the time we 
left the ship we had engaged, one of tke 
euemy had approached within half gun- 
shot, the other taking a ranking position ; 
being now assailed by so superior a force 
without any probability of escape, our 
brave Commodore with great reluctance, 
being dictated by motives of humanity, 
ordered a signal of surrendered to be made 
not withstanding they continued firing into 
ús for more than fifteen minutes through 
mistake, We were now taken possession 
of by the Pemoneand Tenedos, of 58, and 
Majestic razee of 62 guns, and found the 
ship we had engaged was the Endymion; 
mounting 5l guns, long 24 pounders on 
her gun-deck. Our loss, as you may sup- 
pose from the length of the action, was 
very great; as near as [ could learn, we 
had 24 killed and 54 wounded. Com. De- 
catur received a severe contusion on the 
breast,of which, Lam happy tosay,he is per- 
fectly recovered. Among our killed were 
our Íst, 4th and 5th Lieutenants; the Ist, 
Mr. Babbitt, was killed carly in the ac-

tions he was an officer of the greatest 
merit and bravery, in whom the service 
has lost one of its brightest ornaments. 
—Messrs Hamilton and Howell wcre also 
officers of great merit. Among the 
wounded were the master and one mid- 
shipman. The loss of (he enemy has been 
very severe ; from their endcavors to con- 
ceal it, IT have not been able to learn the 
number, though some of our officers state, 
who were takén on board the Endymion, 
that ten men were thrown overboard the 
night after the action, from that ship. 


From a severe contusion on the high, of 


which lam quite recovered, Ll was per- 
mitted to remain on board the President. 
At 10 the succecding night, came on a 
most violent gale of wind, and continued 
with unabating fury for 50 bours.— Next 
morning, all our masts went by the board, 
within an hour of each other. Our situa- 
tion now became truly alarming; the 
wreck of the masts beating against the 
ship’s bottom—very few oft the guus se- 
cured—some loose, going from side to side 
—the ship roliing gangways under, laying 
in the trough of the sea, which at tinus 
was making a free passage over her, and 7 
feet water in the hold. Our poor wound- 
ed men grffered very much ; some, from, 
the-natu ff of their wounds, were not able 
to lay in Kheir hammocks, and were tossecl 
from side to side with the violent rolling 
of the ship, which hastened the death of 
several. The gale modecrating next day, 
then commenced getting up jury-masts, 
and in ten days arrived at Bermuda, where 
we found the Pomone and Endymion. 
The latter had lost all her masts and bow- 
sprit,had hove all her upper-deck guns 
overboard in the gale and was near foun- 
dering.”

War with Algiers.— The [ouse of Repre. 
sentatives having yesterday removed the in. 
junction of secrecy from the proceedings 
which have taken place in canclave, it ap- 
pears that a bill, of which the following is a 
copy, has passed both Houses of Congress, 
and now awaits the signature of the Presi. 
dent, which it will doubtiess receive. ‘The 
Message of the President and Proccedings 
thereon shall be published as saon as we can 
lay our hands on them. The measure em- 
braced in the following act is one which has 
been anticipated by every reader, couversant 
with the history of our relations with Algiers, 
from the moment peace was proclaimed; and, 
we feel assured, will receive the almost una- 
nimous approbation of the Nation. 

AN ACT 
For the protection of the commerce of the 

United States against the Algerine cruizers, 

Whereas the Dey of Algiers, on the coast 
of Barbary, has commenced a predatory war- 
fare against the United States 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That it 
shall be lawful fully to equip, officer, man 
and employ such of the armed vessels of the 
United States as may be judged requisite by 
the President of the United States for protect. 
ing effectually the commerce and seamen 
thereof on the Atlantic Ocean, the Mediter. 
ranean and adjoining seas. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
it shall be lawful for the President of the Uni. 
ted States to instruct the Commanders of tho 
respective public vessels aforesaid, to subdue, 
scize, and make prize of all vessels, goods 
and effects of or belonging to the Dey of Al. 
giers, or tu his subjects, and to bring or send 
the same into port, to be proceeded against 
and distributed according to law; and also, 
to cause to be done all such other acts of 
precaution or hostility as the state of war 
will justify, and may, in his opinion, require. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
on the application of the owners of private 
armed vessels of the United States, the Pre, 
sident of the United States may grant them 
special commissions in the from which he shall 
direct, under the seal of the United States; 
and such private armed vesscls, when sa com- 
missioned, shall have the like authority for 
subduing, seizing, taking and bringing into 
port any Algerine vessel, goods or effects, as 
the beforementioned public armed vessels ma 
by law hare; and shall therein be. subject to 
the instructivns which may be given by the 
President of the United States for the regula. 
tion of their conduct; and their commissions 
shall be revocable at his pleasure. Provided, 
“That before any commission shall be granted 


as aforesaid, the owner or owners of the ves. 
sel for which the sane may be requested, and 
the commander thereof for the time being 
“shall give bond to the United States, with at 
least two responsible sureties, not interested 
in such vessels, -i1 the penal sum of seven 
thousand dollars. ur if such vessel be provided 
with more than one hundred aud fifty men in 
‘the penal sum of fourteen thousand dollars, 
with condition for observing the treaties and 
laws of the United States, and the iustruc. 
tions which may be given as aforesaid, and 
also for satistymg all daniages amd iujuries 
which shall be done contraiy to the tenor 
thereof by such commnissiuned vessel, and for 
delivering up the commission when revoked 
by the President of the United States. 

Sec. 4, And be it further enacted, That 


any Algerine vessel, goods or cfiects which: 


may be so captured and brought into port by 
any private armed vessel of tlie United States 
duly commissioned as aforesaid, may be ‘ad. 
judged good prize, and thereupon shall accrue 
to the owners, and officers, and men of the 
capturing vessel, and shalt be distributed ac- 
cording to the agreement which shall have 
been made between them, or, in failure of 
such agreement, according to the discretion 
of the court having cognizance of the capture.

Copy of a letter frou the Secretary of the 
Nary to the committee of Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives. 

Nacy Department, Feb. 28, 1815. 

Sir—ln compliance with your request, I 
have the honor to transmit an estimatc of che 
expenses of the Navy, reduced to the demands 
of an establishment, aocommodated to all the 
effects of the peace with Great Britain, but at 
the same time to provide for the protcetion 
of our commerce against the actual hostilities 
of the Dey of Algiers. 

An act that proposes the reduction of any 
pact of the naval force, is naturally accom- 
Panied with a grateful recollection of the ser. 
vice which that force has rendered to the 
nation. Ín the first movements of the late 
war, the achievements of the Navy excited 
admiration and confidence throughout the 
United States, shedding « lasting splendor upon 
the American arms. Victory has invariably 
been the result of our naval comvats with an 
equal force; and even when the surrender to 
a superior force has proved uaavoidable, it 
must be acknowledged by the world, that 
those who have gained the ship, have not 
always gained the glory of the battle. 

Co-operating with their brave and patriotic 
brethren of the army, the officers and crcws 
of the American vessels of war have greatly 
contributed to the honorable restoration of 
peace; and whatever may be the general 


„policy of reducing the naval establishment, it 


must be universally a favorite object to secure 
for those meritorious ci'izens a participation 
in the blessings which they have conferred upon 
their country, 

Permit me, sir, to take this opportunity 
of recommending to your attention the bill 
which has received the sanction of the Senate, 
for creating the rank of Admiral in our 
naval service. The,mcasure is suited to the 
existing naval establishment, and appears to 
be necessary, not only as the means of fur. 
nishing commanders of proper rank for our 
squadrons, but as the means of bestowing 
professional distinction and reward upoa the 
distinguished veterans of the navy. Lt has 
been seen and lamented, that for want of this 
grade of command, the gallantry of a subor. 
dinate officer could be rewarded by promo. 
tion, while his gallant superior officer must 
remain stationary. 

‘Fhe protection of commerce against the 
hostilities of the Dey of Algiers will require 
that a strongsquadren should be stationed, as 
soon as practicable, in the Mediterrancan, 
The Algerine naval force is believed to con- 
sist of four frigates, four corvettes, four 
sloops of war, and twenty gun-boats; but 
these vessels will be cavered and aided by the 
powerful batteries, which defend the harbors 
of Algiers. To secure success in our opera- 
tions, thercfore, and to command the general 
respect of the Barbary powers, it is propose 
ed, that the American squadron shall consìst 
of two seventy.fours, six frigates, three sloop 
of war, and six or eight small armed vessels; 
and an estimate of the expence of the expe- 
dition accompauies this communication. If 
hawever, Congress should not contemplate a 


Y maritime war against Algiers, and should not 


be disposed to increase the naval establishment, 
a different course must’ be pursued. ‘The 
three seventy-fours (of which two may soon 
be completed for sea, at a small additional ex= 
pense) should be perfected in their guns and 
equipments, aad laid up iu ordinary so as 


to be ready for service upon the first emcr. 
geney.— Four frigates should always be man. 
ned and ready for sea; and should be deemed 
to be in actual service, together with four 
sloops of war, four small armed vesseis (to be 
principally emel:yed as dispatch vessels) and 
two gun boats in each principal port. 

Tre flatill4 may be discharged, and the gun 
boats (with the exception provided for) and 
the barges may be generally laid up or sold, 
as the President shall deem most expediente 

The ships and vessels on (he lakes, or cÂ 
the stocks for the dake service, may also be 
laid up, vr sold, us the President shall direct. 
But it is respectfully suggested, that no greate 
er reduction of our navatestablishment ought, 
as this time, to be made. 

T he destinies of the nation appcar to be 
intimately connected with her maritime power 
and prosperity ; and as the creation of a navy 
isnot a work to be quickly: performed, it 
seems necessary not only to cherish our exist. 
ing resources, but to augment them gradually 
and steadily. 

The purchase of timber, the casting of guns, 
and the collection of all the other materials 
for building and equipping vesselsof war at 
safe and convenient places, are vbjects of 
the greatest importance ; and the annual con. 
structton of at least one seventy four and two 
frigates, is recommended upon principle of 
economy as well as of policy.—Smaller ves. 
sels of war can be huilt as the occasions occur, 
but these require time and care. 

Contracts, for asupply of two hundred 
heavy cannon, to be delivered at New York 
Boston, or Portsmouth (which afford at aft 
times an outlet ta the ocean) might be advan. 
tageously formed. 

To these general views, I beg leave to add 
that an appropriation, for the purchaso of the 
vessels captured by Commodore Macdonough: 
on Lake Champlain in necessary; and as the 
estimated value cannot be now ascertained, 
the appropriation may be made for such sum, 
as shall be scttled and agreed upon, with the 
approbation of the President.

Prace.—On Saturday evening, about cight 
o'clock, arrived the British sloop of war 
Favourite, bringing Mr. Carrol, one of the 
Secretarics aitached to the American Leezaa 
tion, bearer of a Treaty of Peace between the 
United States and Great.Britain. He came 
not unexpected to us: Kver since (he receipt 
of the October despatches, we have entertaine 
ed and expressed, as our readers know, but one 
opinion, A eritical examinatiun of those 
despatches, convinced us that the negotiae. 
tious would, nay, must terminate in (he res. 
toration of a speedy peace: and the Speech 
of the Prince Regent, in November, contain. 
ed an {implied assurance that the preliminaries 
waited for little else than the form of the 
signatures. It has come—and the public exe 
pressions of tumultuous joy and gladness, 
that spontaneousty burst forth from all ranks 
and degrees of people on Saturday evening, 
without stopping to inquire the conditions, 
evinced how really sick at heart they were 
of a war that threatened to wring from them 
the remaining means of subsistenee, and of 
which they could neither see the object noe 
the end. ‘The public exhitiration shewed ite 
self in the illumination of most of the win. 
dows in the lower part of Broadway and the 
adjoining streets, in less than twenty minutes 
after Mr. Carrol arrived at the City Hotel. 
The strect itself was illuminated by lighted 
candles, carried in the hands of a large cona 
course of the populace; thecity resounded in 
alt parts with the joyful cry of a peace! a 
peace} and it was for nearly two hours difa 
ficult to make one’s way throush unnume 
bered crowds of persons of all descriptions, 
who came forth to see and to hear and to ree 
joice. In truth, the occasion called for the 
liveliest marks of, sincere congratulation, 
Never, in our opinion, has there occurred so 
great m one, since we became an independent 
nation. Expresses of the glad tidings were 
instantly despatched in all directions, to Bose 
ton, Philadelphia, Providence, Albany, &c, 
&c. The couatry will now be convinced 
that the federalists were right in the opinion 
they ever held, that during the despotism of 
Bonaparte, no peace was to be expected for

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their own country, and therefore they pub. 
licly rejoiced at his downfal, and celebrated 
tie restoration of the Bourbons. Men of 
property, particularly, should felicitate them- 
selves, for they may look back upon the 
perils they have just escaped, with the same 
sensations that a passenger in a ship expe. 
riences, when, driving directly on the break. 
ers through the bluuders of an iguorant pie 
lot, he is unexpectedly snatched from impend. 
ing destruction by a sudden shifting of the 
wind. Fears were entertained, that it was 
really intended, like losing aud desperate 
gamblers, to find a pretence-for never paying 
the public debt, in the maguitude vf the sum: 
‘That a sponge would be employed in the last 
resort, as the favourite iustrumeut to wipe off 
all scores at once. A principle nearly bor. 
dering on this, was, uot long ago, openly 
avowed on the Aver of Congress, by a mem- 
ber from Virginia. Neither is it a small 
Cause of congratulation, that we are now to 
be delivered from that swarm of leeches, that 
have so long fastened on the nation, and been 
Sucking its blood. Their day is over—let 
the nation rejoice. 

What the terms vf the peace arc, we can. 
hot tell; they will only be made kuown at 
Washiugton, by the despatches themselves. 
But one thing L will venture to say now, and 
before they are opened, and 1 will hazard 
Diy reputation upon the correctness of what 
1 say, that when the terms are disclosel, it 
will be found, that tlie government have not 
by this negotiation,- obtained one single avow- 
ed object, for which they involved the couue 
try in this bloody and expensive war, 

One declared object was to compel Great 
Britain to abandon her Orders in Council. 
But the Orders in Council were rescinded be. 
fore the uews of our declaration af war reach- 
ed across the Atlantic, and have never been 
in force since. They have not, thercfere, 
obtained this object by the war. 

Another, was to compel Great Britain to 
desist from her constructive right to institute 
a blockade without an adequate force. But 
the made no such pretension, and Aduinistra. 
tien acknowledged, in their letter of instruc. 
tions of Jaa. 20th, that * this cause of con 
lruversy, seemed to be removel” They 
have not, therefore, obtained this object 
Ôy the war. 

dnother, was to compel Great Britain to 
Abandon the right tu impeess American ud- 
live seamen. But this, whatever may have 
happened by an abuse of power in individual 
Cases, she has always utterly disctained as à 
Principle3 and always been willing to agree 
Upon a remedy or an amclioratiou of the evil, 
if any could be desised, by amicable negatia- 
Úon. Phey have not, therefore, obtained 
this object of the war. 

dnother object was to compel her to abau- 
don the practice of taking American natural. 
Eed citizens ou the high seas. But she 
ols the right to do so, to be so irm!y cs. 
lablished by the-luw of nations that her coin. 
Missioners were instructed not to permit it to 
be brought into discussion; and in the letter 
of instructions of Juuc 27th the American 
Commissioners were informed that in the 
treaty they were about to make they “* might 
Onit any stipulation ou the subject of im. 
Pressmeut, if found indispensably necessary”? 
Piey have not, therefure, obtained this ob- 
dect vf the war. 

Another cbject, was to compel Great Bri- 
bain to cede to us the Canadas. ‘These, being 
äbout to be conquered in less than six months 
from the declaration of the war, (some mera- 
hers of Congress said in debate sia weeks) 
änd being thus about to be in our possession 
ät the termination of hostilities whenever (hat 
Should take place, would of course be our’s 
On the principle of uti passidetis. This prin- 
Ciple they were determined to insist on, be 
lhe cousequences what they might, and they 
Would never conclude a peace va any other 
terms. So said Mr. Clay in secret debate 
Upon a bill brought into the house for that 
Yäpress purpose; and to which Mr. Madison, 
As is well understood, had pledged his signa. 
ture and his support, but which was negative 
Mu tie Senate. But when our Ministers were 
tharged by the English Commissiouers with 
the design to conquer the Canadas aud hold 
Hiem, they were so confounded and ashamed, 
War in their confusion tliey stammered out an 
Vusuch. ‘Khey had the crontery to deny 


that such aflesign was ever in contemplation 
of their government, and went intoa notable 
argument, to prove, in the face of the fact, 


that it ought not to be so, and therefore was” 


not so. Ì think nobody will contradict me, 
when [ say, They have not, therefore, ob- 
tained this object of the war. 
Another, and the last object k shall men. 
tion, for involving his country in war, Mr. 
Madison, has, 1 acknowledge, succeeded in 
obtaining. He has succeeded in obtaining by 
the war, the presidency for a second term, 
with a salary anncexed to it of five and twen- 
ly thousand dollars; a spendid mansion of 
marble, fitted up in a gorgeous style to reside 
in, at the expence of fourteen thousand dol. 
lars more of the public money, wrung, part 
of it, from those who themselves were house. 
less; and he has had placed in his hands a 
degree of power and patronage, civil, milita. 
ry, and naval, greater than any mouarch in 
Europe ever perhaps posscssed. ‘This abject, 
1 admit, he has obtained, with the prerogative 
of vaming his successor from the state of Vir. 
ginia, and he has vbtained nothing move. 
For ourselves, the people—who shall tell 
us, at the conclusivn of this War, how we 
are recompeuscd for the death of thousauds 
and the expense of milliens? Who shall tell 


the sacrifices, the losses, we have sustained, 


the sufferings we have undergone and the prie 
valions we have endured and must endure for 
years to eome; and not we alone, bat our 
children and grand children after us. When 
the accounts ef this war shall be all wuund 
up; when in addition to the necessary ex- 
penses of it, the squaunderings, the waste, the 
innumerable frauds that have been practised, 
the loses that have accrued from the abuscs of 
public trust, are taken into consideration; 
(and let us consider that fifty thousand dol. 
lars lavished upon a single scouudrel to bribe 
him to forge a miserable calumny, forms an 
item and but an item in the account;) wheu 
we reflect upon the multitude “* of paymas. 
ters, and agents, contractors and commissa. 
ries,’ with all the hosts of Jobbers for the 
army, from his excellency, the governor of a 
state who haggles and chatfers for a lot of car. 
touch buxes, down to the petty räscal who 
crimps recruits at eight dollars a piece, “* men, 
who, without virtue, labor or hazard, are 
growing rich, as their country is impoverish- 
ed,” when these aud a host more, who have 
fattened upan the distresses of their country, 
shall have their accounts adjusted and ailow- 
ed by the proper officers, what think you will 
be the melancholly result presented to us: Ì 
will tell you what, and if Lam wrong, let my 
words be remembered aud the pubtic confie 
denee be withdrawn from me forever—lt will 
be nothing less than a funded debt, of more 
than one hundred and fifty millions of dol. 
lars; bearing uu interest of sir per cent. 
Still vast as the amountis, it is within the abilie 
ty of the country, if we can stop here to dise 
charge it. Let us theu meet “the evil since it 
is inevitable, with Grmness, and resolotion, 
and cheerfully resolve, since it has now come 
to a conclusion, to provide for the debt, to 
the best of our ability. Left the nation re- 
Joice, for though we have been compclled to 
make vast sacrifices without any adequate 
cause for it; though we have suffered cala- 
mity and distress wantonly brought upon us 
by a weak and profligate administration; 
though we have been compelled to submit to 
losses which can never be repaired, and to 
suffer golden advantages to pass by, which 
will never again return, yet LET THE NA.

The Priice and tbe People, alike depeud 
on the oflicers of Government. Fhogpap- 
py state ot things in the time of Turf and 
Yu,f was the result of the exertions of 
the otlicers ot Government.

The following Linperal Edict,has been 
respecttully received. 

N consequence vf some of the Imperial 
Family taking the names Ho-kwân-paou, 
and Tsing-yung-tae, L sent down an order 
requiring them to be changed. 

Yesterday, Y ung-sëë, my Royal Cousin, 
stated verbaliy, thata great many of the 
huperial kindred had taken names, cou 
taining three characters, and which did 
not form a Tartar word. He requested 
tbat all such should be ordered to change 
their names. Lis request is by no means 
proper. Those under the Tartar Banncrs, 
adopting a Chinese name, are not permite 
ted totakethree characters.* This'is with 
the intention that they may be distin= 
guished from Chinese names. 

The Sous of the Eight Banners take 
Tartar names, in which three or four 
characters are used, and froma change of 
the terminatiou of a word, they do not 
well agree with the Kartar language. Of 
this class, it is difficult to ascertain the 
namber. Ifthey be ordered to change, 
it will occasion mach trouble and coufusiva 
and be unsuitable to (he dignity of Govern- 
ment, 

Itis ordered, that in all these cases, 
they act as heretofore. It is uunceessary 
to deliberate upou it.
